CENTRAL BOARD OF EXCISE AND CUSTOMS' 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 31st August, 1984 
No. 23 0| 84-CUSTOMS 

G.S.R. 639(E).—In exercise erf the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 157, read with sub-section (3) of 
section 54 and section 158 of the Customs Act, 1962 
(52 of 1962) and in supersession of the Tranship¬ 
ment (Conditions) Regulations, 1963, Imported 
Goods (Transhipment by Air) Regulations, 1963, 
and the Imported Goods (Transhipment by Rail) 
Regulations, 1981, the Central Board of Excise and 
Customs hereby makes the following regulations, 
namely :— 1 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
regulations may be called the Imported Goods (Con¬ 
ditions of Transhipment) Regulations, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These regulations shall apply to 
the transhipment of imported goods other than 
goods:— 

(a) imported by post, or 

(b) transhipped by foreign going aircrafts. 

3. Conditions governing transhipment.—No tran¬ 
shipment shall be allowed under these regulations :—- 

(a) except by rail, a vessel or an aircraft or by 
any mechanically propelled vehicle, used 
or capable of being used for the purpose of 
road transport (hereinafter referred to as 
the motor vehicle); 

(b) by any motor vehicle unless the Collector, 
on a separate application made in this be¬ 
half by the owner of the motor vehicle, by 
order in writing, permits transhipment by 
the motor vehicle; 

Provided that the said Collector shall, in consider¬ 
ing an aonlication for such permission, have regard 
to the following matters, namely :— 

(i) non-availability of alternate means of tran¬ 
shipment; 

(ii) the nature of the imported goods to be 
transhipped; 

(iii) Government revenue involved; 

(iv) any other relevant circumstances ; 
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Provided further that the Collector shall, before 
refusing any such application for permission, give a 
reasonable opportunity of being heard to the appli¬ 
cant; 

(c) unless manifest relating to the imported 
goods shows that the same arc for tranship¬ 
ment; 

(d) unless the Railways, or the owner of the 
vessel or its steamer-agent, or the owner of 
the aircraft or, a s the case may be, the 
owner of the motor vehicle :— 

(i) executes a bond in such form and with or 
without surety or security or both as the 
Collector may specify for completion of 
the transhipment of the imported goods, 
if the Collector, having regard to the na¬ 
ture of the imported goods, means of 
transhipment, Government revenue in¬ 
volved and any other relevant circumst¬ 
ances, considers execution of such bond 
necessary; 

(ii) undertakes in writing to produce to the 
proper officer, within three months or 
within such extended period as that pro¬ 
per officer may allow, a certificate issued 
by the proper officer at the custom’s sta¬ 
tion situated at or nearest to the place 
of destination specified in the manifest 
that the imported goods have been pro¬ 
duced at (hat station; 

4. Terms of the bond to be executed.—The terms 
of the bond shall be that if the person executing the 
bond produces to the proper officer within three 
months or within such extended period as such offi¬ 
cer may allow, a certificate issued by the proper offi¬ 
cer at the customs station specified in the said bond 
and situated at or nearest to the place of destination 
that the imported goods have been produced at that 
station, the bond shall stand discharged; but other¬ 
wise an amount equal to the value or, as the case may 
be, the market price of the imported goods in respect 
of which the said certificate is not produced shall 
stand forfeited. 


5. General bond.—Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in these regulations, the Collector may permit 
the Railways, or the owner of the vessel or its stea¬ 
mer agent, or the owner of the aircraft or, as the case 
may be, the owner of the motor vehicle, to enter into 
a general bond in such form and with such surety or 
security or both as the Collector may deem fit in res¬ 
pect of the transhipment of the imported goods effec¬ 
ted by the Railways or the said owners or, as the case 
may be, the said steamer-agent, or on behalf of the 
Railways or such owners dr steamer-agent. ' 

6. Imported goods transhipped to be sealed.— (1) 
Before the imported goods are transhipped, the pro¬ 
per officer shall :■—- 

(a) in the case df transhipment by rail, seal 
the containers with the Customs Depart¬ 
ment’s seal in the presence of an accredited 
representative of the Railways or the stear 
mer-agent, as the case may be; 

(b) in the rase of transhipment by an aircraft 
or a motor vehicle, place all small pack¬ 
ages containing the imported goods in dur¬ 
able nags and seal the bags with the Cus¬ 
toms Department’s seal in the presence of 
an accredited representative of the owner of 
the aircraft or the motor vehicle, as the case 
may be. 

(2) The materials and the bags required for 
scaling the containers or bags under sub- 
regulation (1) shall be provided by, and at 
the cost of, the Railways or the owner of 
the aircraft or as the case may be, the 
owner of the motor vehicle, 

7. Payment of fees.—A fee of five rupees in res¬ 
pect of each application for transhipment of the im¬ 
ported goods shall be charged at all customs stations.
